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The  Qainsborough  Art  Club 

The  Gainsborough  Art  Club  is  now  two  years  old.  With  the  experience  of 
last  year,  the  club  has  made  great  progress  and  the  aim  for  next  year  is  still 
higher. 

In  September,  fifteen  new  members  joined  the  ranks  to  help  the  club  in 
their  endeavor  to  increase  their  knowledge  of  art  and  to  promote  interest  in  it, 
throughout  the  school.  In  October,  the  club,  together  with  the  Service  League, 
assisted  the  Hi-Y  in  holding  a Hallowe'en  party  for  the  entire  school. 

The  first  definite  work  taken  up  this  year  was  the  making  of  lamp  shades, 
which  was  followed  by  tie  dyeing.  Tie  dyeing  is  a very  interesting  process  and  is 
done  by  winding  material  with  thread  or  twine  and  then  dipping  in  various  shades 
of  dyes. 

On  December  ninth,  the  club  held  its  second  Christmas  sale  in  the  Art  room 
from  four  to  nine  o’clock.  Lamp  shades,  handkerchiefs,  vases,  various  painted 
articles,  candy  and  ice  cream  were  sold.  This  proved  to  be  a tremendous  success 
One-half  of  the  proceeds  went  to  the  members  and  the  rest  was  used  to  buy  a 
picture,  a hand  reproduction  of  Corot’s  painting  of  “Spring,”  and  this  now  adorns 
the  walls  of  the  drawing  room. 

After  the  Mid-Year  examinations,  the  club  began  to  increase  their  knowledge 
of  art  by  having  a speaker  each  month.  In  January,  Miss  Ward  gave  the  mem- 
bers an  interesting  account  of  her  visits  to  foreign  art  galleries  and  her  impres- 
sions gained  from  them.  Miss  Hallock,  the  speaker  for  February,  explained  the 
history  and  process  of  Batik.  This  is  the  oldest  manner  of  putting  designs  on  ma- 
terial and  is  done  by  tracing  the  design  on  the  material,  then  covering  Dy  wax  cer- 
tain parts  not  desired  to  be  colored  and  then  the  whole  material  is  dipped  in  dye. 
Mrs.  Booth,  the  speaker  for  March,  addressed  the  club  on  “Paintings  and  Paint- 
ers.’ At  each  meeting  of  the  club,  certain  members  gave  an  account  of  some 
artist's  life. 

“The  Arts  Review,”  published  annually  by  the  Gainsborough  Art  Club,  was 
the  Assembly  feature  for  this  year.  It  was  a magazine  ten  feet  in  height  and  like 
most  magazines,  had  a pretty  girl  on  the  cover.  Two  girls,  in  artist’s  smocks, 
kept  the  table  of  contents  in  time  with  the  turning  of  the  pages.  There  were  a 
number  of  very  good  articles  in  it  and  it  also  carried  a “Fashion  Department”  in 
which  ten  girls  were  dressed  to  represent  styles  of  that  number  of  periods.  In 
the  cartoon  section,  a girl  drew  sketches  of  different  persons  in  the  assembly  and 
this  created  much  amusement. 

The  members  have  made  themselves  useful  in  many  ways,  such  as  dressing 
dolls  for  the  Children’s  Home,  making  posters  for  the  different  affairs  and  print- 
ing new  numbers  for  the  doors  of  the  school. 

In  May,  the  club  expects  to  have  a very  large  collection  of  articles  on  display 
at  the  Exposition.

The  purpose  of  the  Girls’  Service  League  is  to  he  ready  at  all  times  to  do  any 
act  of  service  for  B.  H.  S. 

The  members  of  the  League  have  done  many  things  to  carry  out  this  purpose. 
They  have  ushered  for  all  entertainments  such  as  the  school  play,  speaking 
contests,  commencement  exercises,  concerts,  lectures  and  numerous  other  meetings 
which  have  been  held  in  the  High  School  auditorium.  The  ushering  was  under 
the  capable  leadership  of  Helen  Buhl.  At  the  basketball  games,  candy  and  Eskimo 
pies  were  sold  by  the  girls  with  Frances  Peck  in  charge.  The  members  of  the 
League  have  sold  tickets  for  games  and  also  sold  caps,  banners  and  pennants.  The 
Hi-Y  suppers  were  served  by  the  Service  League.  Catherine  Page  had  charge  of 
getting  the  waitresses  for  them.  The  banquets  held  during  Girls’  and  during  Boys’ 
Weeks  were  served  by  the  G.  S.  L.  Also  the  different  class  banquets  were  served 
by  members  of  the  League  with  the  exception  of  the  Freshman  Party  which  was 
served  by  the  mothers  of  the  Freshmen.  After  each  basketball  game  a lunch  was 
served  to  the  boys  of  both  the  home  and  visiting  teams  in  the  cafeteria  under  the 
direction  of  Sarah  Gardner.  Edna  Roth  was  in  charge  of  the  check  rooms  at  the 
basketball  games. 

The  Service  League  has  had  hut  two  social  functions  this  year.  The  first 
was  the  initiation  service  held  on  November  17,  1925.  At  this  time,  ten  new 
members  were  received  into  the  League  by  the  president,  Jeannette  McAlpine,  each 
new  member  being  presented  by  an  old  one.  Miss  Bryan  gave  a short  talk  and 
refreshments  were  served  in  the  cafeteria.  The  other  was  a tea  given  for  the 
mothers  of  the  League  members  on  March  18,  1926.  A St.  Patrick’s  Day  pro- 
gram was  carried  out  and  the  cafeteria  was  decorated  with  green.  Viola  Stakel 
sang  a solo  and  Dorothy  Spitzmesser  played  two  violin  selections  with  Mary  Lucid 
at  the  piano. 

The  Service  League  Assembly  was  given  on  January  29,  1926,  much  to  the 
enjoyment  of  everyone.  Courtesy  and  discourtesy  in  the  home,  at  school  and  at  a 
school  dance  were  shown.  This  was  cleverly  worked  out  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Ward  and  Miss  Klefeker.  The  parts  were  taken  by  Service  League  mem- 
bers, assisted  by  members  of  the  “B"  Men's  Club. 

On  March  26,  1926,  Jeanette  McAlpine,  as  President  of  the  G.S.L  presented 
to  Batavia  High  School,  a trophy  cabinet.  This  cabinet,  which  was  made  by  mr. 
Cole,  has  been  placed  in  the  north  side  of  the  lobby  and  holds  all  the  trophies 
which  have  been  won  by  B.  H.  S.  It  is  hoped  that  sometime  in  the  future,  an- 
other cabinet,  similar  to  the  one  presented  by  the  Service  League,  will  be  placed 
in  the  opposite  side  of  the  lobby  to  hold  other  trophies  which  B.  H.  S.  may  win.

At  Niagara  Falls  on  February  26th,  B.H.S.  took  a heart-breaking  defeat, 
30-15.  After  playing  the  Falls  even  during  the  first  half,  were  10-10. 

The  final  game  in  the  league  was  played  at  Dunkirk.  We  were  beaten  by  a 
14-17  score;  but,  nevertheless,  we  kept  the  crowd  in  an  uproar  from  start  to 
finish.
